Taste and Fancy 


The earnest listener to the radio 
news bulletins must many times 
have looked askance at ‘' Russian 
in Three Weeks without a 
Maste:.” It seems inconceivable, 
not o:'y that the language should 
be spoken in three weeks, 
but that it should ever be 
spoken at all by one whose 
vocal organs are accustomed to the 
vowels and consonants of thé 
Western European tongues. In- 
deed, he must have wondered, 
irom .time to time, whether the 
announcer was, in fact, pronounc- 
ing the placename in the 
Russian campaign at all; it 
would seem to be so much simpler, 
and not a great deal different for 
‘anybody, if on being confronted 
with the word ‘‘ Rzhev’’ he 
simply. enunciated ‘“* Pollywog,”’ 
or some such simple sound-scheme, 
and left it at that. If-he put a 
bold face upon it, very few 
listeners would dare to contradict, 
Faith, however, still remains with 
this cynical genération, and the 
announcer’s pronunciation is 
accepted without question as 
correct. A’ correspondent writing 
to the Manchester Guardian 
suggests a reversal of the pro- 
cedure as a party-game.
